According to the interview, 
the sui)marine discharged three or four 
torpedoes against tlie Dutch Khi]>s and 
then zig-zapged between them, sinking 
them with bombs and shell fire. AVhen 
at sea the submarines assemijie at a 


given i)oint every morning and receive 
wireless instructions, i)resumably from 
Heigohtnd. 
There are about 
thirty- 
nine ('-boats of the newest type, each 
carrying a ciew of .tIJ men and this 
fleet is supiilemented by a secondary 
squadron marked •\vitli a C. 


The first class boats have a speed 
calculated as sufficient to overtake any 
cargo boat. 
Two-thirds of their crews 
ai'c cx))erienced and one-third novices. 
The boats carry a fortnight's stores and 
have a maximum period of submerg- 
ence of front eight to ten hours, 
liach 
is e(]uipped with two periscopes and 
sometimes descends to from thirty to 
fifty metres. 


Petrograd, May 15.—I'he fol- 
lowing is the text of the manifesto 
to the Russian army issued by the 
council of soldiers and workmen's 
delegations, urging the continu- 
ance of the war and declaring that 
a separate peace is imj)ossiblc: 


"•Soldiers and comrades at the 
front: 
Wo speak to you in the 
name of the Russiaii revolutionary 
democracy. 
The people do not 
Avish the war which was begun by 
the emperors and capitalists of all 
countries and therefore after the 
abdication of the czar the people 
considered it urgent to end the 
Avar as rapidly as possible. Do not 
forget, soldiers and comrades, that 
the regiments of William are de- 
stroying revohitionary Russia. Do 
not forget tliat the Joss of free 
Russia would be a catastrophe, not 
only to us, but to tlie working 
classes of the entire world. 
De- 
fend, therefore, revolutionary Rus- 
sia Avitli all your power. 


Must Be Pcacc of All Xalions. 


"The workjnen and peasants of Rus- 
sia long for peace, but it must be a 
peace of all nations, the result of their 
common 
agreements. 
A 
separate 
peace is an 
impo.ssiblo 
thing 
which 
mu.st not be allowed to interfere with 
oi- embarrass the course of events in 
the world. 
It is evident that German 
imperialism, after having defeated'^ur 
we.stern allies would turn against 
us 
the whole power of its arms, seize our 
country and enslave the Russian peo- 
ple.

DRAWS PENALTY 
FOR UNWISE ACT 


London, 
May 
5.— (Correspondence 
of the Associated Press.)—A sentence 
of three years' penal servitude 
was 
meted out to an assistant censor of 
cables at the press bureau here 
the 
other day for "collecting without au- 
thority and communicating 
informa- 
tion calculated to be useful to the ene- 
my, contrary to the defense of 
the 
realm regulations." 
The censor was 
Anthony Thomas Spalding, 48 years of 
age. 
The case was the first of its kind 
in the war. 


The case was held in camera. 
The 
prisoner was found guilty of sending 
to a friend • in the north of England 
what he called "titbits of information." I 
The friend communicated the informa- i 
tion to others, one of whom actually j 
made written copies of the letters. 
A 
.special constable at 
Manchester 
in- 
formed the authorities. 


In sentencing the prisoner the court 
said: 
"The prisotSter did not do these 
things to a.ssist the enemy, or his life 
would have been forfeited. 
A censor- 
.sliip is highly repugnant to the feel- 
ings of the English people and 
can 
only stand on the understanding that 
the per.sons entrusted with the duties 
act in the hige.st good faith." 


Copenhagen, Via London, May 15.— 
(7:ir> a. m.)—The potato shortage in 
Germany is making itself felt in spite 
of assurance at the time the bread ra- 
tion 
was 
reduced 
last 
month 
that 
enough potatoes were on hand to per- 
mit a weekly per capita issue of five 
pounds until the next harvest. 
The 
bureau of food control by strenuous 
efforts have been able to supply a five 
pound ration in the Berlin and West- 
falen district where the labor crisis at 
the time of the reduction of bread ra- 
tions was particularly acute. 
Bitter 
complaints, however, are coming f r o m 
various other sections of the empire 
which feel that they are being slighted 
in favor of the capital and the Essen 
district. 


But Small Weekly Ration. 


In m a n y sections of Bavaria, 
ac- 
cording to 
rbpoi-ts to the 
reichstag, 
the potato ration is only twenty-four 
ounces weekly., The H a m b u r g ration 
is now and haS been for w e e k s three 
pounds and the sister city of Altona 
has been placed for the next week on 
a pound and a half allowance. 


It is tviie' that in accordance with; 
the governméTiVs promise t h e . bread- 
ration is not r e d u c e d , w h e r e the five 
pound 
allowance of potatoes is not 
furnished. 
Every pound extra of flour 
applied for this purpose, however, up- 
sets the government's scherrie of dis- 
tribution which was based, on the fact 
that the stock of grain in the empire is 
barely.adequate under reduced rations, 
to carry the population through until 
August 15, the earliest possible date 
when flour from the new harvest is ex- 
pected to be available. 


The national military requisition and 
expropriation of grain which has just 
been 
finislied 
has, according to Food 
Commissioner 
Michaelus, not 
uncov- 
ered enough unreported grain to ma- 
terially affect previous estimates. 


Harvests Delayed and Damaged. 
Also the prosjjective date for 
the 
harvest has been still f u r t h e r deferred 
by the continued cold weather experi- 
enced since the revised scheme of dis- 
tribution Avas put out. 
In east and 
west Prussia, two of the great grain 
districts of Germany, frosts were re- 
ported as late as last Aveek. Under the

WAR ON WEST FRONT REMAINS HERCE 


Although beset with innumerable diflSculties, the provisional gov- 
ernment of Russia is de.termined to stick to its task. 


The <?ovcrnmeut will make an effort to amalgamate the diverse in- 
terests which by their coiifiict have made an orderly and efiSeient gov- 
ernment in Russia impossible, it announces in a proclamation today. 
It expresses confidence that unity will be re-established and tho 
country saved if the various representatives of the new democracy, 
take their proper part in the responsible task of government. 
The 
council of soldiers and Avorkmen's delegates, comprising mainly thc- 
socialist and extreme radical elements, apparently is becoming in- 
j^reasingly willing to consider participation in the formation, of a 
(ioalition government. 
' 


It has appointed a commission 
to 
negotiate with the provisional govern- 
ment and is formulating a program of 
conditions which would permit social- 
ist entry upon representation in 
the 
ministry. 
This follows the 
council's 
urging upoii the army at the front the 
necessity of ceasing to fraternize wiih 
the Gei-mans and an appeal to it to re- 
sume the offensive against them and 
thus best serve the cause of general 
peace.

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About 10:30 o clock last night he call- 
ed his wife and daughter, M i ^ Mabele 
Choate, to his bedside. 
According to 
Miss Choate, he said: 


"I a m feeling vex-y ill; I think this is 
t h e end." 


A few minutes later he died. 


Active ill liast F e w Days. 
Notwithstanding his advanced years 
Mr. Choate took an active part in the 
entertainment last week of the F r e n c h 
a n d British w a r commissions in New 
York. 
He was chairman of the recep- 
tion committee 
that 
met M. Rene 
Viviani, Marshal Joffre and other dis- 
tinguished members of the French mis- 
sion late Tuesday and acted in a simi- 
lar capacity when the British mission 
headed by A r t h u r J a m e s Balfour, ar- 
rived in New York on Friday. 


Mr. Choate was a personal friend of 
the British foreign secretary and they 
saw m u c h of each other during the 
stay of the British commission in New 
York. 
His active participation in the 
reception of the two war commissions 
was f a r more than Mr. Choate had at- 
tempted in many years. 


H a d Advocated War. 
"For the first time in two yeai-s and 
a half," he said at the banquet to the 
commissions last Friday night, allud- 
ing to the day when 
the 
president 
asked for a declaration of a state of 
war with Germany, "I was again able 
to hold up my head 
as 
high as the 
weight of eighty-five years would al- 
low." 
He concluded with 
measured 
words of praise for the leaders of the 
allied mission and to the jueaning of 
their mission to the f u t u r e friendship 
of America with F r a n c e and Britain. 


Mr. Choate was boi n in Salem, Mass., 
J a n u a r y 24, 1S32. 
He was the young- 
est of four .sons of Dr. George and 
Margaret Manning (Hodge.s) 
Choate. 
H e was gi-aduated fi-om 
Harvai-d 
in 
1852 and two yeai\s later f r o m the law 
school of that in.stitution. 
Tn his long 
and distinguished career he received 
honorary degrees in law and 
letters 
f r o m many seats of learning. 


iVIrs. Choate, who was with her hus- 
band when he died collap.sed and wa.s 
c a n i e d from his room. 
Doctoi-s and 
nui-se.s were called to attend lier. Early 
today a bulletin issued by the phy.si- 
cians, stated that her condition -»vas 
critical. 


A Disting'uislied Caroer. 
:\rr. Choate was 8.', year.s old, a life- 
time during whicli hf Avas one of the 
most distin/iuished jiractitioners of law 
in the United States, ambas.sador 
to 
England with ."^ignal .success, a speaker 
applauded on innumerable public oc- 
casions, and, finally, a remarkable oc- 
togenarian. 


He came from an old New England 
family, noted for strength of character 
and mental ^•igor. 
His father was a 
uousin uf the famous R u f u s Choate. 
He was graduated f r o m Harvard 
in 
1 852, 
a 
college 
mate 
of 
I'hillips 
Brooks. 
He 
ostabli.shed 
himself 
in 
New York in ISóG .soon after finishing 
his law studies, and a.^ a member of 
the 
firm 
of Evarts, Southmayd 
and 
Choate, ho ro.«e to leadership of the 
New York bar. 


He appeared in all the 
celebrated 
cases—it WHS .said a case was not u case 
unless Chroate appeared iu it—-whore 
his 
fluency 
and 
wit 
and 
searching 
cross-examination brought him consid- 
erable success. Ho figvu-ed iu the prose- 
cution of "Kos.s" Tweed and his fol- 
lowers who looted the New York city 
treasury; ho so .successfully defended 
General Pltz-John Porter, that by re- 
versal of a court martial that officer 
was reinstated; 
he appeared 
in

ease,

At a farewell dinner a t 
the Union League club, Mr. Choate re- 
marked- upon his inexperience in po- 
litical 
or 
diplomatic 
life. 
"I 
shall 
rely." he said, "upon a h a p p y 
t e m - 
perament." 


Jjaudcil Both Sides the Atlantic. 
After his si.x years, in England 
he 
was lauded on both sides of the At- 
lantic for t h e remarkable success he 
had had in strengthening the tie.s be- 
tween the English speaking 
peoples. 
His range of sociability 
m a d e 
him 
known as ambassador to the people as 
well as to 
the court. 
Numberless 
times he appeared as a lecturer 
on 
American 
institutions and 
American 
statesmen. 


A m a r k of respect never before con- 
ferred upon a foreigner in 
England 
since the middle of the 
seventeenth 
century was paid him when he was 
adopted 
by the inner 
circle of 
the 
British bar and m a d e a "bencher" or 
m e m b e r of the governing body of the 
Middle Temple. 
It was, in fact, 
a 
compliment never before paid in Lon- 
don to a lawyer of American birth and 
training. 


As an 
after-dinner spea^ker 
Mr. 
Choate was a 
national—international 
possession. 


The stories told about him, too, were 
as countless as those he told, for he 
was one of those picturesque 
figures 
about which stories cluster—some of 
which undoubtedly belonged to others. 
One typical

of his wit is that 
with which 
he answered

partner, who asked whom he would 
chose to be if he were not Joseph H. 
Choate.

It should utter its decision 
not to proceed further with the auditorium 
project at this time. Unless there be found a 
way to procure-more mouey at once, the board 
can have no choice in the matter. A structure 
for which the lowest bid is $354,000 cannot 
be built for $175,000 to $180,000. 
That is 
obvious enough, we believe, to gain an appre- 
ciative recognition at the city hall. 


There is one alternative. The board can di- 
rect its architect to modify the plans so that 
they may be realized for the amount of money 
in hand.

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BED CROSS IN FORT WAYNE. 


Up to this time there have been enlisted in 
Fort "Wayne about four thousand women for 
Red Cross work. The labor of recruiting for 
this service still goes forward and volunteers 
are enrolling at the rate of from fifty to one 
hundred each day. It is conceivable that by 
the time the national goyernment has made 
up its rolls for the first army of half a million 
men under the new law the Fort Wayne 
branch of the Red Cros^ will be increased to 
^ membership of ten thousand Avomen. 


The work is considered to have gone for- 
ward in a very satisfactory way here and it 
is believed that when the war department's 
undertaking to raise levies of men by selective 
conscription is well under way it will prove 
to be an effective stimulus to the Red Gross 
enlistments. In any event, there has been a 
good response in Fort Wayne and it will con- 
tinue. The women of this city are and will be 
found all along just as ready and spirited for 
their part in the war as the men. They are 
neither shirkers nor slackers and are not in 
any wise disposed to be "miserable clinging 
vines,'' In the last great national crisis Amer- 
ican women were strong and ready for their 
duty and they performed it with fortitude and 
steadfast diligence throughout. 


It should be understood ^at women are not 
being enlisted for Red Cross work to be clad 
in jumpers and rushed to the forge and field, 
as the plain inference is in late local publica- 
tions appealing for enlistments. 
The time 
may come when the women of America will be 
required to take the places of the men in many 
hard pursuits, but that time is neither here 
nor in sight. The Red Cross is designed to 
render a different service—a service that is 
essential to and inseparable from the nation's 
duty and efficiency in war. The making of 
articles of comfort for soldiers in the field, of 
hospital supplies and the care of injured and 
invalided fighting men and of the sick and 
distressed throughout the land will fall vipon 
the Red Cross. The service of those fitted for 
it will be required in the field, of course, when 
America gets in the field and perhaps sooner 
to relieve the stresses of America's allies. But 
until this country has had its resources of man 
power drained heavily from industry and ag- 
riculture there will be no necessity to recruit 
great armies of women for tasks at the forge, 
in the mine or upon the soil. When such dire 
straits constrain this nation it doubtless will 
be a labor of special organization and not be 
brought about by a diversion of the Red Cross 
from the essential channels of its service of 
mercy. 


There is no reason why women should not 
submit themselves to any employment they 
can undertake and are willing to do. 
No 
doubt many women will be found useful this 
year in various capacities that relate to the 
harvests. Many others can devote themselves 
to a most valuable work in the cultivation of 
gardens. Other avenues of usefulness will be 
opened to them long before the coming of a 
time when women shall have to be conscripted 
for industry. The Red Cross work should go 
on in Fort Wayne and women should under- 
stand that the great organization wants their 
services for those humane works the society 
was designed to perform. 


The plans have been scaled down, skimped, 
modified and overhauled already too much in 
an effort to produce a building scheme that 
would bring the auditorium within reach of 
the city's money. The result is neither happy 
nor desirable. It has destroyed the promise 
that the auditorium under such circumstances 
can in any way realize the hope and expecta- 
tion of the people of Fort Wayne. The pur- 
pose to go ahead with the work at this time 
should now be definitely abandoned and put 
over to a season when more nearly normal 
conditions shall rule in the laboryflnd material 
markets. 


At the best the city is likely to do even in 
normal times the money available for this pur* 
pose is insufficient. That was true from the 
beginning and it will remain true until the 
sum be increased. The city now should give 
up any hope that it can obtain what the city 
wants and needs for the sum it has in hand. 
Let steps be taken to acquire means for more 
ground for the building and to assure the 
character of the building. 


It surely -svill be no part of wisdom to stub- 
bornly insist on attempting to do anything 
further now. There can be no evasion of or 
escape from the plain logic of the bids turned 
in yesterday. The auditorium cannot be built 
now and there ought to be no further waste of 
money upon any preliminaries to such a futile 
purpose. 


HEAT IN THE SENATE. 


"Hang 'em!'* That was the gist of mild 
sentiments provoked to expression in the sen- 
ate of the United States by contemplation of 
the rapacities of food speculators.' 


The senate declined yesterday to adopt as 
an amendment of the spy bill a provision for 
suppression of all food exchanges, but it dis- 
closed a mood and indicated a promise to deal 
with these agencies later. There is good rea- 
son to believe that before the present session 
adjourns some measures will be enacted along 
such lines. 


More than one senator allowed his mind to 
become heated to an incadescent glow by the 
imputation of high costs to the fell work of 
speculators and price-fixers. The lamp-post 
remedy was suggested as a rational means of 
cure and approved as a recourse the people 
might not be wholly disinclined to take if the 
rape of the public should continue unabated. 
Perhaps no senator really means so much as 
that, but it is a monitory sign of the times 
food speculators will be wise to heed "N^hen 
senators of the United States rise in their 
places ill that dignified and solemn chamber 
to talk of mobs and speak of lynch- law with 
loose lipped tolerance. 


It is considerable, however, even if had at 
such price of intemperatcness in the United 
States senate, to get assurance that Washing- 
ton is beginning to recognize that something 
is Avrong in the coimtry and to propose remedy 
at law—^not meaning lynch law—for the evils. 
It may be that total extinction of the great 
exchanges would not prove the complete 
remedy and that such an attempt might have 
unpleasant reactions. 
But if congress can 
turn out a law that will compel market places 
to be market places and not essentially gamb- 
ling places no end of good will be accom- 
plished. 


The senate has snarled a threat and grum- 
bled a promise. Let it be hoped that it will go 
about its work rationally and with purpose— 
not merely temper. 


NOW LET IT REST FOR A TIME. 


The bids opened yesterday by the board of 
works for the construction of the municipal 
auditorium were so high none of them can be 
' accepted. The lowest of these bids was for 
the construction of the building at a cost al- 
.most 100 per cent in excess of the money the 
city has available. The lowest bidder makes 
a contingent proposal based on cheaper con- 
struction that is $114,000 under his other bid, 
but is yet more than $50,000 above the city's 
means.

A Plea For the Preservation of tiie Natural 
Beauty of Fort Wayne Parks. 


Editor of The Sentinel: 
Since re- 
moving to Fort Wayne two and one- 
half years ago my choice outing spot 
has been the entrance parts of Swin- 
ney park. 
There the winding walks, 
the shrubbery clumps, and above all, 
the beautiful knolls and slopes, with 
unobstructed views 
across 
them to 
lake and river, were restful in their 
natural repose. 


"Appleseed knoll," as I have called 
it to my friends, was my especial de- 
light. 
I would approach from the 
Jeiferson street 
entrance, 
down the 
path to a certain bend, where I could 
pause or seat myself near for hours to 
enjoy the views to left and right. 


To my right swept the velvety gras.s 
up and down "Appleseed knoll." with 
the old apple tree at its feet and grand 
trees bordering the river in the dis- 
tance. 
To my left extended another 
grassy slope 
broken 
at its feet by 
beautiful flower beds, and across and 
beyond these flashed the waters of the 
lake. 


I visited this spot in the early morn- 
ing when the park was fresh with dew. 
I saw it in %vinter when the snow cov- 
ered all. 
I saw it on rainy days, on 
gray days, and to me it was always 
beautiful. 
I wrote descriptions of It 
to papers of other cities. 
But. alas! 
On Mothers' day. tired in body, and 
longing for a quiet plac.e where nature 
would 
be 
in 
harmony 
with 
my 
thoughts of the day. I boarded the car 
for Swinney park alone, instead of at- 
tending church. 


Upoij entering the park I sauntered 
slowly down the path, noticing each 
particular shrub friend and so was to- 
tally unprepared for the awful view 
that finally met my gaze. 


A recently constructed building, pre- 
sumably from all appearances, a com- 


fort station, stood up bold and brazen 
right on this beautiful 
"Appleseed" 
slope, only a short distance from the 
bowlder monument. 


It completely shuts off the view be- 
yond through the beautiful part of the 
park. 


As I stood still, rooted to the spot in 
dismay, I turned for relier to my view 
on the left, and as I did so ex"'- 
involuntarily. 
"What! 
A 
retaining 
wall?" 
This view was compleiejy uo- 
structed 
by 
the 
"Randall 
monu- 
ment." 
AVhlle I admit" that the effect 
of white marble set 
in 
light green 
feathery birch is always good. I must 
also say that anything so elephantine 
and blunt lacks all sense of graceful- 
ness and appears incongruous and al- 
most ludicrous. 


The recent digging of a long line 
down "Appleseed" slope suggested a 
sewer connecting with the river. This. 
I suppose, the honorable park board 
would make their excuse for the dese- 
cration 
by the 
building. 
I looked 
about to see where it might have been 
placed in a more retlj-ed and equally 
accessible spot. 


Garden street, presumably, has sew- 
er connections. 


What seems an ideal spot for this 
building lies but a short distance back 
down the walk, a little nearer the car 
line. A shut-in corner near the ^vin- 
ney homestead garden, enclosed on 
two sides by 
high 
hedge shrubbery 
and screened from the walks by a bij; 
clump of the same. 
A little corner, 
with no view of anything to obstruct. 


I do not know even the names of

board," but for me, I mean to protest 
when the beauty of our parks is sac-

Cheap Meats Can Be 
Used by Families 


If it is considered desirable, other 
protein foods may be cônsumed 
in 
larger quantities to take the place of 
the meat formerly eaten. This protein 
may be furnished by eggs, if they are 
cheap, skim milk, cheese, dried beans, 
peas, cowpeas and other legumes. 


A few typical receipts are given be- 
low as e.xamples of the many dishes 
housewives may prepare with meat as 
the chief ingredient. 


Braised Beef or Pot Roast—Brown 
the meat on all surfaces, place in close- 
ly-covered kettle or other receptacle 
with small quantity of water and flav- 
oring vegetables, .such as onion, carrot, 
etc., and cook until tender. 
Browning 
the meat helps to keep in the juices. 
The alow cooking in water and steam 
makes for tenderness. 


Savory Beef—Cut a pound of top 
round of beef into two-inch pieces and 
sprinkle with flour; fry a small piece 
of salt pork until light brown; add 
beef and fry for about thirty-five min- 
utes, stirring occasionally. 
Cover with 
water and simmer about two hours 
(fireless cooker may be u.^ed); season 
with salt and pepper or paprika. 
Serve 
with a sauce made as follows: 
Cook 
in water twenty mijiutes a cup of toma- 
toes, part of a stalk of celery, one-half 
onion, three whole cloves, three pep- 
percorns and one blade of mace or a 
very little nutmeg. 
Rub through a 
sieve, add some of the gravy from the 
meat, thicken with 
flour 
moistened 
with cold water, and season with salt 
and 
paprika. 
Noodles, 
boiled 
rice, 
hominy or chopped potatoes, carrots 
and green peppers or other vegetables 


put in the meat, vegetables, and gra\T. 
cover with dough, and bake in a hot 
oven. 


Meat Turnovers—Place any chopped 
cooked meat available on circles of bis- 
cuit dough about the size of a saucer. 
Fold the dough down over the meat, 
crimp the edges, and bake in a hot 
oven. 
Vegetables may be 
combined 
with the meat filling as desired and the 
whole may be served with giavy. 


Veal or Beef Birds—Cut very thin 
meat into roughly rectangular pieces 
of a sufficient size for individual serv- 
ings. Place on each a stuffing of bread 
crumbs, seasoned with chopped onions 
and 
other 
flavoring 
vegetables 
and 
herbs. 
Fold or roll up the meat, and 
skewer in place with toothpicks. Brown 
the rolls in fat, remo\e 
and 
make 
gra\-y from the fat. flour and stock if 
available. 
Place the rolls in the gravy 
and cook slowly until tender in a cov- 
ered baking dish, a steamer, or a fire- 
less cooker.

The protection of woolens, furs and 
feathers and like materials from the 
attacks of the larvae of these moths 
is secured only by constant vigilance 
and careful inspection and treatment. 


Brush Clothes Before Storing. 


As early as possible in the spring all 
woolens, furs, etc., the use of which 
can be dispensed with, should be put 
away in safe storage for the summer. 
Before being packed away such ar- 
ticles should be thoroughly 
brushed 
and beaten and, if possible, exposed to 
the strong sunlight for several hours 
out of doors. 
The brushing is very 
important in order to remove the eggs 
or young larvae which may have es- 
caped notice. 
Articles so cleaned and 
sunned should then be put away in 
moth-proof 
containers. 
.Materials 
which can not be thus put away should 
be given the same thorough cleaning 
and reinspected during the summer, 
preferably every two weeks. 
In no 
case should such examinations be at 
intervals of greater than three weeks 
or a month. 


Woolen clothing and.furs, etc., may 
be packed away safely for the sum- 
mer by enclosing 
them 
in 
several 
wrappings of paper or in well-made 
bags of cotton or linen cloth or in pa- 
per sacks which can be tied or other- 
wise securely fastened, to prevent in- 
gress of the moths. 
In these packages 
can be placed such repellents as to- 
bacco 
dust, 
camphor, 
napthalene 
cones or balls and cedar chips, etc. 
The odors of these substances are dis- 
agreeable to the parent moths and act 
as a repellent, but they will not kill 
eggs or larVae which may be enclosed 
in the packages. 
Hence the -lecessity 
of the thoroughgoing cleaning and air- 
ing prior to packing away. 
The same 
precautions are needed 
with 
cedar 
chests and wardrobes. 


The best' means of protection from 
clothes moths and 
a 
method now 
available In all larger towns, are the 
refrigerating rooms provided for that 
purpose in practically all storage ware- 
houses, and the 
adoption 
of 
thi.^ 
method of protection for all available 
garments or furs 
during 
the 
hot 
months is strongly recommended. 


Articles in daily or weekly use, and 
apartments frequently aired and swept 
or used as living rooms, are not apt 
to be .seriously attacked. 
There is a 
risk that under these conditions at- 
tached carpels may be eaten around 
the border where the insects are not 
so much disturbed by walking and 
sweeping, 
and 
particular 
attention 
should be given to the border areas. 
Loose rugs are much less apt to be in- 
jured, but it is a good plan.during the 
summer, if these are allowed to remain 
on the floor, to turn them over a,nd 
thoroughly sweep or brush the under 
surface once every two or three weeks.

Add two cupfuls 
of water or stock, cover and cook In 
hot oven three hours, basting occa- 
sionally. 


Stew with Dumplings—Ma lie stew 
from small pieces of meat and vege- 
tables, cooking it on store or in fireless 
cooker. 
Serve with dumplings made 
as follows: 
For a stew 
using

pound of meat mix a little more than 
one cup flour with one rounding tea- 
spoonful of making powder and 
a 
pinch of salt, work in a rounding tea- tractmg hnmg or brilliant color. 
spoonful

butter 
and 
mix 
with 
enough milk to fojin a medium stiff 
dough. 
The butter is not necessary. 
Many cooks make dumplings without 
any shortening. 
Cut into small pieces 
and cook in a buttered steamer over a

the meat and vegetables, and place the 
pieces of dough on these solid mate- 
rials to cook.

GARDEN CULTURE OP PARSNIPS. 


(Another of a series of articles edited 
by the committee on Publicity and 
Information of the National Food 
Relief Union, Fort Wayne branch. 
This article by Carl J. Getz, Super- 
intendent of Parks.) 
The parsnip as a vegetable root crop 
is in a class by Itself. In the late win- 
ter and early spring the parsnip finds 
a conspicuous place on the bill of fare. 
At that time it may be dug fresh from 
the ground. 
It is very easily grown 
and responds wonderfully to cultiva- 
tion. 


Soil Requirements. 
This vegetable as well as all root 
crops, requlres'^a deep, rich soli. 
The 
soil should be plowed deep and if lack- 
ing in nourishment, a generous amount 
of manure should be added and thor- 
oughly mixed with the soil. 


Specifle DIreetlons. 
A row 100. feet long will require 
about ^ oz. of seed. 
If a horse cul- 
tivator is to be used Che rows should 
be spaced 28 to 36 inches apart, but if 
hand cultivation is to be employed 
this dlstanca may be dlmtnlah^ to lS 
or SO SnehM.

"The price of steel is the cause of

Tuesday morning, in conference witli 
the board members. 
"Steel is $160 a 
ton, whereas it was formerly §50 a 
ton. 
We cannot 
hope to build the 
coliseum and use steel." 


Every effort will be made to cheaji- 
en the building, if it is decided to re- 
advertise at once for bids. 
Concrete 
will be used instead of tiling for a 
part of the 
floors. 
Several partitions, 
planned for the basement, will be left 
out. 
Movable partitions for the audi- 
torium proper may be left out at this 
time.

"But the ci-oivning e.xcitement comes 
when J'OU meet a German patrol boat. 
Once when 1 was out with a sergeant 
and 
two men, we lieard 
the 
steady 
splash of a punt pole in the 
water 
coming slowly 
towaid 
us. 
"V\'e took 
out the safety pins from our 
bombs 
and waited until they were almost on 
us. And then we let fly. Look!"—and 
he rolled up the sleeve of his tunic to 
show a deei) scar near his elbow—- 
"I got this from a bit of one of our 
own boml)s, • so close did we let the 
CSermans come. 
But not one of them 
could have escaped, for at least three 
of our bombs dropped right into the 
boat and there were great bits of wood 
work drifting about the next day. The 
strangest part of it all is that the fel- 
lows in the trenches, on both sides, 
are frightened to fire for fear of hit- 
ting their own men. 
As a matter of 
fact, all four of us were slightly hit 
in the run for home, but the Boches 
never got home at all. 


One Other Way to Rciich Them. 
"There is only one other way of get- 
ting close to the Germans in the flood 
lands. 
At intervals there are 
raised 
roads running east and west between 
the wide stretchiiig lakes—unplea.sant 
little ribbons of land, bordered by two 
lines of broken poplars, connecting us 
with the enemy.

the road are Belgian and German hid- 
den advanced posts.

The food relief committee, which met 
Monday evening, decided to warn all Fort 
Wayne farmers to get their tomato plants 
in the ground as soon as possible.

"Now and then I find a citizen who 
says I am not going to garden after my 
day's labor," says Frank Hilgemann, 
chairman of the food relief organization.

mittee newspaper publisher.s continued 
their attacks on the bill's postal rates 
provision. 
Samuel 
Gompers, 
presi- 
dent of the American Federation of 
liabor, presented 
the protest of 
the 
labor press. 


In a formal statement on behalf of 
publishers 
throughout the 
countr.v, 
the committee was told that the pub- 
lishers were willing to be taxed to any 
extent that would 
not destroy their 
business. 
The publishers opened their 
books to the commission to show that 
the pi'oposed increases are ,even in the 
case of the strongest newspaper, in ex- 
cess of the average earnings for the 
pa.st five years. 


Coupled with the tremendous 
ad- 
vance in cost of print paper and the 
extra taxes on telegraph and telephone 
messages, any increase 
whatever 
in 
second-class rates would single out the 
publishing business for burdens out of 
all proportion to any other industries 
in the nation, it was said. 


Small Margin of Profit. 


The publishers of eighty-six of the 
largest and most influential monthly 
and weekly magazines 
stated 
under 
oath that their average net earnings 
for 
1916 
were 
only 
$15,000 
each, 
whereas 
the 
increased 
postal 
bills 
charged to these magazines under the 
pioposed rate would be in excess of 
$40.000 each. 
The increase in rates 
levied on the few 
survivors of 
this 
strain, they said, would have to 
be 
passed on to the reader not 
merely 
of the form of 
higher 
subscription 
rates, but as an increa.sed advertising 
tax on many articles of food, apparel, 
or toilet and household use.

100 U-BOATSIN 


BRITISH NETS 


Amsterdam, May 15.—The Germans 


have about 325 submarines in opera- 
tion and about 80 to 100 have been 
lost through British nets alone, ac- 
cording to the Telcgraaf, which prints 
an interview with a member of the 
crew of the submarine U-68. This is 
the submarine which sank the Dutch 
grain ships in February. The U-68 Is 
commanded by Captain Count von 
Plactau. According to tho. Interview, 
the submarine discharged three or four 
torpedoes against the Dutch ships and 
then jslg-zagged between them, sinking 
them with bombs and shell fire. When 
at sea. the submarines assemble at a 


given point every morning and receive 
wireless instructions, presumably from 
Helgoland.' There are about thirty- 
nine U-boats of the newest type, each 
carrying a crew of 56 men and this 
Ilect is supplemented by a secondary 
squadron marked with a C. 


The lirst class boats have a speed 


calculated as sufficient to overtake any 
cargo boat. Two-thirds of their crews 
are experienced and one-third novices. 
The boats carry a fortnight's stores and 
luye :: maximum period of submerg- 
ence of from eight to ten hours. ]3ach 
is equipped with two periscopes and 
sometimes descends to from thirty to 
fifty metres.

MANIFESTO ISSUED 


TO THE SOLDIERS 


Urges No Peace That Does 


Not (Jive Guarantees to 


All Nations. 


Potrojrracl, May 15.—The fol- 


lowing is the text of the manifesto 
to the Russian army issued by the 
council of soldiers and workmen's 
delegations, urging the continu- 
ance of the war and declaring that 
u separate peace is impossible: 


"Soldiers and comrades at the 


front: 
We speak to you in the 


name of the Russian revolutionary 
democracy. 
The people do not 


wish the war •which was begun bv 
the emperors and capitalists of all 
countries and therefore after the 
abdication of the czar the people 
considered it urgent to end the 
war as rapidly as possible. Do not 
forget, soldiers and comrades, that 
the regiments of William arc de- 
stroying revolutionary Russia. Do 
not forget that the loss of free 
Russia would be a catastrophe, not 
only to MS; but to the working 
classes of ihc entire world. De- 
fend, therefore, revolutionary Rus- 
sia with all your power. 


Must Iks Pence of All Nations. 


"The workmen and peasants of Kus- 


Rla long for peace, but it must be a 
pence or all nations, the result of their 
common 
agreements. 
A separate 


peace is an Impossible thing which 
must not be allowed to interfere with 
or embarrass the course of events in 
the world. It is evident that German 
imperialism, after having; defeated our 
western allies would turn against us 
the wholo power of its arms, seize our 
country and enslave the Russian peo- 
ple. 


"The council of soldiers' and work- 


men's delegates leads you toward 
peace in another way. By calling for 
revolution of the workmen and peas- 
ants of Germany and Austria-Hungary, 
wo will lead you to peace after having 
obtained from our government a re 
nunciation of the policy of conquest 
and after demanding a similar renun-

sixth day after the proclamation is 
Issued, the war department announced 
today. The clerk will supply a regis- 
tration card which must be filled out 
and sent t.o the registrar of tho citi- 
zen's home precinct by registration 
dny. 
Any man too ill to register in 


person must send a representative to 
the county or city clerk on the sixth 
dny after the proclamation is issued. 
Tho department emphasized that there 
will bo only ono registration day. 


DRAWS PENALTY 


FOR UNWISE ACT 


London, May !>.— (Correspondence 


of the Associated Press.)—A sentence 
of three years' penal servitude was 
meted out to an assistant censor of 
cables at the press bureau here tho 
other day for "collecting without au- 
thority and communicating informa- 
tion calculated to bo useful to the ene- 
my, contrary to the defense of the 
realm regulations." The censor was 
Anthony Thomas Spaldlng, 4S years of 
age. The case was the first of its kind 
in the war. 


The case 'was held in camera. The 


prisoner was found guilty of sending 
to a friend in the north of England 
what he called "titbits of information." I 
The friend communicated the informa- i 
tion to others, one of whom actually I 
made written copies of the letters. A ' 
special constable at Manchester in-1 
formed the authorities. 


In sentencing the prisoner the court 


said: "The prisoner did not do these; 
things to assist the enemy, or his life 
would have been forfeited. A censor- 
ship is highly repugnant to the feel- 
ings of the English people and can 
only stand on the understanding that! 
the persons entrusted with the duties 
act in the higest good faith." 


Copenhagen. Via London. May 15. — 


(7:15 a. m.) — The potato shortage in 
Germany is making itself felt in spite 
of assurance at the time the bread ra- 
tion was reduced last month that 
enough potatoes were on hand to per- 
mit a weekly per capita issue of live 
pounds until the next harvest. The 
bureau of food control by strenuous 
efforts have been able to supply a live 
pound ration in the Berlin and West- 
falen district where the labor crisis at 
the time of tho reduction of bread ra- 
tions was particularly acute. 
Bitter 


complaints, however, are coming from 
various other sections of tho empire 
which feel that they arc being slighted 
in favor of the capital and the Essen 
district. 


But Small Weekly Ration. 


In many sections of Bavaria, ac- 


cording to reports to the reichstag. 
the potato ration i« only twenty-four 
ounces weekly. The Hamburg ration 
is now and has been for weeks throe 
pounds and the sister city of Altona 
has been placed for tho next week on 
a pound and a half allowance. 


It U true that in accordance with 


the government's promise the bread 
ration Is not reduced where tho live 
pound allowance of potatoes is not 
furnished. Every pound extra of flour 
applied for this purpose, however, up- 
sets tho government's scheme of dis- 
tribution which was baaed on the fact 
that the stock of grain In tho empire Is 
barely adequate under reduced rations, 
to carry the population through until 
August 15, the earliest posslolc date 
when flour from the new harvest ia ex- 
pected to be available. 


The national military requisition and 


expropriation of grain which has just 
been finished has. according to Food 
Commissioner Mlchaelus, not uncov- 
ered enough unrcported grain to ma- 
terially affect previous estimates. 


Harvests Delayed urn) Damaged. 
Also the prospective date for tho 


harvest has been still further deferred 
by the continued cold weather experi- 
enced since the revised scheme of dis- 
tribution was put out. In cast and 
west Prussia, two of the great grain 
districts of Germany, frosts were re- 
ported as late as last week.

WAR ON WEST FRONT REMAINS FIERCE 


Although, beset with innumerable difficulties, the provisional for- 


eminent of Russia is determined to stick to its task. 


The government will make an effort to amalgamate the diverse in- 


terests which by their conflict have made an orderly and efficient gov- 
ernment in Russia impossible, it announces iu a proclamation today. 
Jt expresses confidence that unity will be re-established and tho 
country saved if the various representatives of the new democracy 
take their proper part in the responsible task of government. The 
council of soldiers aiid workmen's delegates, comprising mainly the 
socialist and extreme radical elements, apparently is becoming in- 
creasingly willing to consider participation in the formation of a 
coalition government. 


It has appointed a commission to 


negotiate with the provisional govern- 
ment and Is formulating a program of 
conditions which would permit social- 
ist entry upon representation in tho 
ministry. 
This follown tho council's 


urging upon the army .it the front tho 
necessity of ceasing to fraternize with 
the Germans.and an appeal to It to re- 
sume the offensive against them and 
thus best serve the cause of general 
peace. 


.Meanwhile the front in Franco Is 


witnessing an increasingly determined 
resistance by the Germans to any fur- 
ther advances by the British and 
French, who in their offensive have

Active in Last Few Days. 


Notwithstanding his advanced years 


Mr. Choate took an active part in the 
entertainment last week of the French, 
and-British war commissions in New 
Tork. He was chairman of the recep- 
tion committee that met M. Bene 
Viviani. Marshal Joffre and other dis- 
tinguished members of the French mis- 
sion late Tuesday and acted in a simi- 
lar capacity when the British mission 
headed1 by Arthur James Balfour. ar- 
rived in Now York on Friday. 


Mr- Choate was a personal friend of 
th* British foreign secretary and they 
saw much of each other during the 
stay of the British commission, in. New 
Tork. His active participation in the 
reception of the two war commissions 
was far more than Mr. Choate had at- 
tempted in many years. 


Had Advocated War. 


"For the first time in two years and 


a half," he said at the banquet to the 
commissions last Friday night, allud- 
ing to the day when the president 
asked for a declaration of a state of 
war with. Germany. "I was again able 
to hold ui> my head as high as the 
weight of eighty-five, years would al- 
low." 
He concluded with measured 


words of praise for the leaders of the 
allied mission and to the meaning- of 
their mission to the future friendship 
of America with France and Britain. 


Mr. Ghoate was born in Salem, Mass., 


January 24. 1832. He was the young- 
est of four sons of Dr. George and 
Margaret Manning (Hodges) Choate. 
He was graduated from Harvard in 
1852 and two years later from the law 
school of that institution. In his long 
and distinguished career lie received 
honorary degrees in law and letters 
from mjiny seats of learning. 


Mrs. Choate, who was with her hus- 


band when he died collapsed and was 
carried from his room. 
Doctors unit 


nurses were called to attend her. Early 
today a bulletin issued by the physi- 
cians, stated that her condition was 
critical. 


A Distinguished Career. 


Mr. Choate was S3 years old, a life- 


time during which ho was one <>f Ih 
most distinguished practitioners <>C law 
in the United States, ambassador to 
England with signal success, a speaker 
applauded on innumerable public oc- 
raslons, and, finally, a remarkable oc 
togenarian. 


He came from an old Now England 


family, noted for strength of character 
and mental vigor. His father was ;i 
cousin of the famous Rufus Choate. 
He was graduated from Harvard in 
TS52. a college mate 
uf 
Phillips 


Brooks. 
He established himself 


Xew York In 1S3R soon after finish inn 
his law studies, and :if> a member ol 
the firm of Kvarts. Southmayd ant 
Choato. he rose to leadership of the 
New Tork bar.

Lauded Both Sides the Atlantic. 
After his six years in England he 


was lauded on both sides, of the At- 
lantic for the remarkable success he 
had1 had in strengthening the ties be- 
tween the English speaMns peoples. 
His range of sociability 
made him 


known as ambassador to the people as 
xvell as to 
the court. 
Numberless 


times he appeared as a lecturer on 
American institutions and American 
statesmen. 


A mark of respect never before con- 


ferred upon a foreigner iu England 
since the middle of the seventeenth 
century was paid him when lie was 
adopted by the inner circle of the 
British bar and made a "bencher" or 
member of the governing body of the 
Middle Temple. 
It was. in fact, a 


compliment never before paid in Lon- 
don to a lawyer of American birth and 
training. 


As an 
after-dinner speaker 
Sir. 


Choate was a national—international 
possession.

The stories told about him. too. were 


as countless as those he told, for he 
was one of those- picturesque figures 
about which stories cluster—some of 
which undoubtedly belonged to others.

that, revolutionary troops have only 
the right to fraternlgi) wltli troops who 
arc also revolutionary anil \vho also 
are ready to dlo for peace and liberty. 


"Tho German army is not a revolu- 


tionary army if it still blindly follows 
'William nii'l ChnrlCK. eniperors and 
capitalists. You arc fraternizing openly, 
not with enemy soliiiei-s. but with offi- 
cers of the enemy's general staff, dis- 
guised an common soldiers. Peace will 
not bo obtained by separate treaties or 
by the fraternizing oC isolated regi- 
ments and battalions. Tills will only- 
lead to the loss of tho Russian revo- 
lution, tho safety of which docs not lie 
in a separate pcaco or armlKlicc. 


"Reject, therefore, everything which 


weakens your military power, which 
instructs the army and lowers Us 
nornle. 
Soldiers, be worthy of tho 


trust that revolutionary Russia puts in 
you."

BED CEOSS IN POET WAYNE. 


Up to this time there have been enlisted in 


Fort Wayne about four thousand -women for 
Ked Cross -work. The labor of recruiting for 
this service still goes forward and volunteers 
are enrolling at the rate of from fifty to one 
hundred each day. It is conceivable that by 
the time the national government has made 
•up its rolls for the first army of half a million 
men under the new law the Fort \7ayne 
branch of the Red Cross will be increased to 
•e membership of ten thousand women. 


The work is considered to have gone for 


ward in a very satisfactory way here and it 
is believed that Avhen the war department's 
undertaking to raise levies of men by selective 
conscription is well under way it will prove 
to be an effective stimulus to the Red Cross 
enlistments. In any event, there has been a 
good response in Fort "Wayne and it will con- 
tinue. The women of this city arc and will be 
found all along just as ready and spirited for 
their part in the war as the men. They are 
E either shirkers nor slackers and are not in 
any wise disposed to be "miserable clinging 
vines." In the last great national crisis Amer- 
ican women were strong and ready for their 
duty and they performed it with fortitude and 
steadfast diligence throughout. 


It should be understood that women are not 


being enlisted for Red Cross work to be clad 
in jumpers and rushed to the forgo and field, 
as the plain inference is in late local publica- 
tions appealing for enlistments. The time 
may come when the women of America will be 
required to take the places of the men in many 
hard pursuits, but that time is neither here 
nor in sight. The Red Cross is designed to 
render a different service—a service that is 
essential to and inseparable from the nation's 
duty and efficiency in war. The making of 
articles of comfort for soldiers in the field, of 
hospital supplies and the care of injured and 
invalided fighting men and of the sick and 
distressed throughout the land will fall upon 
the Red Cross. The service of those fitted for 
it will be required in the field, of course, when 
America gets in the field and perhaps sooner 
to relieve the stresses of America's allies. But 
until this country has had its resources of man 
power drained heavily from industry and ag- 
riculture there will be no necessity to recruit 
•great armies of women for tasks at tile forge, 
in the mine or upon the soil. "When such dire 
straits constrain this nation it doubtless will 
be a labor of special organization and not be 
brought about by a diversion of the Red Cross 
from the essential channels of its service of 
3nercy. 


There is no reason why women should not 


submit themselves to any employment they 
can undertake and are willing to do. No 
doubt many women will be found useful this 
year in various capacities that relate to the 
harvests. Many others can devote themselves 
to a most valuable work in the cultivation of 
gardens. Other avenues of usefulness will be 
opened to them long before the coming of a 
time when women shall have to be conscripted 
for industry. The Red Cross work should go 
on in Fort Wayne and women should under 
stand that the great organization wants their 
services for those humane works the societj 
was designed to perform.

Yellow Moth Arrives 


To Work Destruction. 


At this season of the year the tiny, 


yellowish moth which is seen occasion- 
ally flitting about the lamp at night is 
an indication to the housekeeper that 
clothes moths aro beginning their work 
of destruction. 
In other words, egg 


laying by these little moths is now 
under way, and within three weeks in 
the latitude of the District of Colum- 
bia, later northward and earlier south- 
ward, tho eating of woolens and furs 
by the tiny caterpillars coming from 
these eggs may be anticipated. 


Tho moths which aro thus attracted 


to tho lamps at night or 
fly 
uway 


from garments or portieres when those 
arc handled do not themselves eat 
anything and could not if they want- 
ed to, as they have no biting or ..chew- 
Ing mouth purtH. The destruction, as 
every housekeeper knows, is 
occa- 


slned 
entlcrly 
by 
the tiny larvae 


working underneath scanty webs or 
In Illtlo cases mado from particles of 
tho garments on which they feed web- 
bed togofhor by :i, whitish silk. 


Tho common riot hex moth of this 


country Is tho webbing species, known 
as tho webbing or southern clothes 
moth, and Its presence on garments 
can be detected by this smolty or 
whitish web which is In ovldonco even 
before the garments have been much 
eaton. If from these Indications tho 
larvae aro discovered In 
time, 
the 


i.'Li-v:io and webs can be easily remov- 
ed by a. stiif brushing of the garments. 


The protection of woolens, furs and 


feathers and like materials from the 
attacks of the larvae of these moths 
is secured only by constant vigilance 
and careful inspection and treatment. 


Brush Clothes Before Storing. 


As early as possible in the spring all 


woolens, furs, etc., the use of which 
can bo dispensed with, sliould be put 
away in safe storage for the summer. 
Before being packed away such ar- 
ticles should bo thoroughly brushed 
and beaten and, if possible, exposed to 
the strong sunlight for several hours 
out of doors. 
The brushing is very 


important in order to remove the eggs 
or young larvae which may have es- 
caped notice. Articles so cleaned and 
sunned should then be put away in 
moth-proof 
containers. 
Materials 


which can not be thus put away should 
be given the same thorough cleaning 
and reinspected during the summer, 
preferably every two weeks. 
In no 


case should such examinations be at 
intervals of greater than three weeks 
or a. month. 


Woolen clothing and furs, etc., may 


bo packed away safely for the sum- 
mer by enclosing them 
in 
several

Cheap Meats Can Be 


Used by Families 


If it is considered desirable, other 


protein foods may be consumed in 
larger quantities to take the place of 
the meat formerly eaten. This protein 
may be furnished by eggs, if they are 
cheap, skim milk, cheese, dried beans, 
peas, cowpeas and other legumes. 


A few typical receipts are given be- 


low as examples of the many dishes 
housewives may prepare with meat as 
the chief ingredient. 


Braised Beef or Pot Roast—Brown 


the meat on all surfaces, place in close- 
ly-covered kettle or other receptacle 
with small rfuantity of water and flav- 
oring vegetables, such as onion, carrot, 
etc.. and cook until tender. 
Browning 


tho meat helps to keep in the juices. 
The slow cooking in water and steam 
makes for tenderness. 


Savory Beef—Cut a pound of top 


round of bcof into two-inch pieces and 
sprinkle with flour; fry a small piece 
of salt pork until light brown; add 
beef and fry for about thirty-live min- 
utes, stirring occasionally. Cover with 
water and simmer about two hours 
(tireless cooker mny be used); season 
with salt and pepper or paprika. Serve 
with a sauce made us follows: 
Cook 


in water twenty minutes a. cup of toma- 
toes, part of a stalk of celery, one-half 
onion, three whole cloves, three pep- 
percorns and one blade of mace or a 
very little nutmeg. 
Rub through :i 


sieve, ndd some of the gravy from tho 
meat, thicken with 
flour moistened 


with cold water, and season with salt 
nnd 
paprika. 
Noodles, boiled rice, 


hominy or chopped potatoes, carrots 
and grcon peppers or other vegetables 
In season may bo served on the sama 
dish. 


Casserole Roost—A casserole may be 


improvised by using a heavy earthen- 
ware dish covered with a plate. Brown 
round or rump of beef in fat from a 
slice of friend pork. Place in cassorolo 
with chopped carrot, turnip, onion, cel- 
ery, etc., around it. Add two cupfuls 
of water or stock, cover and cook in 
hot oven three hours, basting occa- 
sionally. 
' 


Stew with Dumplings—Make stew 


from small pieces of meat and vege- 
tables, cooking it on store or in tireless 
cooker. 
Serve with dumplings made 


as follows: 
For a stew using one 


pound of meat mix a little more than 
one cup flour with one rounding tea- 
spoonful of making powder and a 
pinch of salt, work in a rounding toa- 
spoonful 
of butter and 
mix with 


enough milk to form a medium stiff 
dough. 
The butter is not necessary. 


Many cooks make dumplings without 
any shortening. Cut into small pieces 
and cook in a buttei-ed steamer over a 
kettle of boiling water or remove 
enough gravy from the stew to expose 
the meat and vegetables, and place the 
pieces of dough on these solid mate- 
rials to cook. 


Meat Pie—Meat pies are made most 


satisfactorily by first cooking the meat 
and vegetables as for a stew. Line a 
pan, earthernware dish, or casserole 
with biscuit dough roiled fairly thin, 


put in the meat, vegetables, and gravy, 
cover with dough, and bake in a hot 
oven, 


Meat Turnovers—Place any chopped 


cooked meat available on circles of bis- 
cuit dough about the size of a saucer. 
Fold the dough down over the. meat, 
crimp the edges, and ba'lce in a hot 
oven. 
Vegetables may be combined 


with the meat filling as desired and the 
whole may be served with gravy. 


Veal or Beef Birds—Cut very thin 


meat into roughly rectangular pieces 
of a sufficient size for individual serv- 
ings. Place on each a stuffing of bread 
crumbs, seasoned with chopped onions 
and other flavoring vegetables and 
herbs. 
Fold or roll up the meat, and 


skewer in place with toothpicks. Brown 
the rolls in fat, remove and make 
gravy from the fat. flour and stock if 
available. Place the rolls in the gravy 
and cook slowly until tender in a cov- 
ered baking dish, a steamer, or a flre- 
less cooker.

GARDEN CULTURE OP PARSNIPS. 


TRY SENT1NKL WANT ADS, 


(Another of a series of articles edited 


by the committee on Publicity and 
Information of the National Food 
Relief Union, Fort Wayne branch. 
This article by Carl J. Getz, Super- 
intendent of Parks.) 
The parsnip as a vegetable root crop 


is in a class by. itself. In the late win- 
ter and early spring the parsnip finds 
a conspicuous place on the bill of fare. 
At that time it may be dug fresh from 
the ground. It is very easily grown, 
and responds wonderfully to cultiva- 
tion. 


Soil Requirements. 


This vegetable as well as all root 


crops, requires a deep, rich soil. The 
soil should be plowed deep and if lack- 
ing In nourishment, a generous amount 
of manure should bo added and thor- 
oughly mixed with the soil. 


Specific Directions, 


A row 100 feet long will require 


about % oz. of seed. If a horse cul- 
tivator is to be used the rows should 
bo spaced 28 to 36 inches apart, but If 
hand cultivation is to be employed 
thlw distance may be diminished to 18 
or 20 inches. Space the seed about 
4 to 6 inches apart in the rowa and as 


the seeds are very thin plant them only ly known as the Hollow Crown, Is | " 
about 'A Inch deep. As this vegetable 
is very hardy it can be planted as early 
as the first of April. 


Culture. 


The ground should be pressed down 


with the flat side of the hoe, or in any 
other manner, so as to bring the damp 
soil In close contact with this frail 
seed. As soon as the seed germinates 
and the top can bo distinguished, deep 
cultivation should take place and the 
weeds between the plants should be 
pulled out by hand. The plants should 
stand about 6 inches apart. Thin out 
those that are standing too close nnd 
transplant them to vacant places in the 
row or make another row, 
Varieties. 


The OfCenham Market is a shallow 


rooted parsnip with yellow skin. It is 
a very heavy cropper, easily gathered 
and of most excellent quality, being 
sweet and tender. 
When fully ma- 


tured these roots are 10 to 14 Inches 
long by 5 to 6 inches wide at the top. 
A parsnip of this size Is very easily pre- 
pared for table use and may be cut. Into 
largo slices. 


The Long Smooth or more coramon- 


about the same quality as the O4CSn« 
ham Market, only growing considera- 
bly longer and consequently requiring 
a very deep soil. For an early crop 
the Early Short Round should be uaed. 
It is of small size but may he uaed 
Immediately after 
It has matured, 


without the necessary curing of a few 
heavy frosts which Is required of mo* 
of the other varieties. 


Harvesting. 


The flavor ancfthe general quality 


of the parsnip Is enhanced by permit* 
ting them to remain 
In the ground 


over winter. A few heavy frosta, how- 
ever, greatly Improve their tenderness, 
and if a ready market is at hand, the 
amount reqqulred may Immediately be 
dug. 
If a small quantity is desired for 


late fall and early winter table use, 
dig as much as Is desired but permit 
three or four heavy frosts to cure them 
first. To keep them In perfect condi- 
tion It is best to store them in damp 
sand or earth in the 
cellar. Some 


growers bury them in pits outside and 
cover them with dirt or straw held 
down with boards, and .dig then) but 
as the market demand*.

We cannot 
hope to build the 


coliseum and use steel." 


Every effort will be made to cheap- 


en the "building, if it Is decided to re- 
advertisc at once for bids. 
Concrete 


will be used instead of tiling for a 
part ol the floors. Several partitions 
planned for the basement, will be left 
out 
Movable partitipns for the audi- 


torium proper may be left out at this 
time.

With the Belgian Army in Flanders, 


April 30.—(Correspondence of the As- 
sociated Press.)—Boating to battle is 
one of the novelties of lighting on this 
part of the western front, where the 
Belgian and German lines are separat- 
ed by miles of flooded land. Trench 
raids are almost unheard of here. The 
only thing approximating them are 
bombing expeditions carried on from 
skiffs, which are paddled skillfully un- 
der cover of darkness of the enemy's 
lines. 
"Just at the eilee of the water in 


front of our trenches," s:ad a Belgian 
officer, "we have two 'caches,' where 
our two boats lie hidden and when 
darkness has come we set out on pa- 
trol. 
Some times, with padded oars, 


sometimes with 
punt poilcs—for in 


most places the water is quite shal- 
low—We creep 
toward the German 


lines. 
At any moment a star shell 


may give you away, and bullets spurt- 
ing up the water around you. or whist- 
ling overhead, warn you that, rowing 
about in No Man's sea Is not always a 
healthy game. 
The Crowning Excitement. 


"But the crowning excitement cnmc.-s 


when you meet a German patrol boat. 
Once when 1 was out with a sergeant 
and two men, we heard the steady 
splash of a punt pole in the water 
coining s'.owly toward us. We took 
out the safety pins from our bombs 
and waited until they were almost on 
us. And then we let fly. Look!"—and 
ho rolled up the sleeve of -his tunic to 
show a deep scar near his elbow— 
"I got this from a bit of one of out- 
own- bombs, so close did we let the 
Germans 'come. But not one of them 
could have escaped, for at least_ three 
of our bombs dropped right into tho 
boat and there were great bits of wood 
work drifting about the next day. The 
strangest part of it all is that the fel- 
lows in the trenches, on both sides, 
are frightened to fire for fear of hit- 
ting their own men. As a matter of 
fact, all four of us were slightly hit 
in the run for home, but the Boehes 
never got home at all. 


One Other Way to Reach Them. 
"There is only one other way of get- 


ting close to the Germans in the flood 
lands. 
At intervals there are raised 


roads running east and west between 
the wide stretching lakes—unpleasant 
little ribbons of land, bordered by two 
lines of broken poplars, connecting us 
with the enemy. 
And far out along 


the road are Belgian and German hid- 
den advanced posts. There, night and 


day, 
men lie In them and listen, in case 


any one should be fool enough to at- 
tempt an attack along that road 
: of 


death." 


WILL BE SUPREME 


ON WESTERN FRONT 


Is the Warrior France Has 


Been Looking to for 


Final Victory. 


Paris, May 15.—1:45 p. m.—Gen- 


eral Pctain was appointed, comman- 
dcr-in-chief of the French armies op- 
crating on the French front at a cab- 
inet meeting today. 


General Nivclle, who is superseded 


as commander-in-chief, was placed in 
command of a group of armies. Gen- 
eral Foch, who played an important 
rolo in the battles of the Marne and 
the Yscr, succeeds General Petain as 
chief of staff on the ministry of war. 


Gen. 
Petain, who wns a retired col- 


onel at the outbreak of the war, is the 
.man to whom many Frenchmen have 
been looking for the initiative which 
would win a decisive success on the 
French front. 
To him,more than to 


any other commander now in active 
service with the French, the legend 
of success attaches. 
He became a 


popular hero and the idol of the sol- 
diers for his defense of Verdun and 
probably would have been in supreme 
command of the French front some 
time ago had he obtained the degree 
of power he wished. 
After his great 


success at Verdun, Geli. Pctain- 
placed in command 
of 
a group of 


armies and late last month he was 
named as chief of staff. It is general- 
ly understood that when the retire- 
ment of Marshal Joffre was decided 
upon, the marshal selected Gen. Pe- 
tain fis his successor, but that the gen- 
eral was unwilling to accept tho post 
without extraordinary powers. 
Ac- 


cording to some reports he desired 
to have command of the British forces 
in France, as well as the French. 


Gen. 
Nivelle was subordinate to 


Gen. 
Pctain until at the lattcr's sug- 


gestion he was made commander-in- 
chief at the time of Marshal Joffre's 
retirement. 


Gen. 
Foch, who made a brilliant 


record early in the war, was detached 
from active service last month.

freezing. 


Varieties a.nd Planting. 


The most popular variety is the 


Mammoth Sandwich Island. Sow early 
in the spring in rows about 12 inches 
apart. Most salsify seeds are fertile, 
so that it is not necessary to overplant 
to allow for seeds that will not sprout.; 
This does away with the necessity of I 
thinning out the rows. Plant tie seeds j 
half an inch to an inch deep about two j 
to four inches apart in the row. An 
ounce of seed will sow 100 feet of row, 
but if the seed is drilled that amount 
will sow only half that much a.nd thin- 
ning out will be necessary. 
The cul- 


tivation is precisely the same as for 
carrots and parsnips. The soil should 
lie broken deeply so that the main 
roots will not split or branch. 


Storage. 


Salsify will keep well through the 


winter in tho ground where it was 
grown, just like the parsnip. A supply 
for use may bo dug in October and the 
remainder dug in spring as soon as the 
frost is out of the ground.

good substitute for oysters in taste and 
flavor. It cen be cooked in any form— 
stewed, plain-boiled or fried.
